STILL DIGGING: Back in the days when 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt was president of Pimlico, 
David F. Woods, the Maryland Jockey Club 
propaganda minister, gained recognition as an 
amateur archaeologist of note. Woods spent 
days, weeks, even months, exploring the musty, 
cobwebbed garret of the second oldest building 
in racing, searching for the 14 truant Preak- 
nesses covering the period 1894-1908. 

Woods’ search became an obsession with him. 
He visited newspaper morgues and libraries 
throughout the East in search of any lead that 
might put him on the trail of the errant races. 
At length, Mr. Woods, good publicity man 
(they’re public relations directors now) that he 
is, finally found what he was looking for. 

Piecing bits of information together, he finally 
deduced that the old Gravesend course was 
home to the Preakness for the above period. Mr. 
Woods’ discovery, which, in recent years has 
been compared in magnitude to that of the Dead 
Sea Scrolls, made quite a splash in the racing 
press, although his "documentary proof’’ failed 
to convince certain of his critics. 

Mr. Woods since has relinquished his Pimlico 
title but the urge, when the moon is full, to 
peer beneath old rocks is still with him. 

A few weeks ago, while sifting soil taken 
from the infield hillock which gave the name 
Old Hilltop to Pimlico, Archaeologist Woods 
made another momentous discovery. He came 
upon the $6,000,000 Baltimore Civic Center 
which has defied location since the municipal 
loan to cover its completion was approved last 
year. 

The fact that municipal fathers had tried 
Linavailingly to locate the Civic Center in Clifton 
Park, Mount Royal Station, Carlin’s Park, 
Montebello, Sam Smith Park and Market Place 
failed to dismay Mr. Woods. 

He thinks that the six-million dollar center 
should be situated in juxtaposition to the ashes 
of Dillon Gray on the Pimlico track property. 
For the city’s access to 25 acres of this hallowed 
ground—at a "nominal consideration’’—Mr. 
Woods asks in return only the administration’s 
guarantee that it would support the proposed 
consolidation of Pimlico and Laurel. 

Mr. Woods’ proposal has been placed on file 
with the Civic Center Commission. In time there 
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is just the possibility that we may hear of its 
disposition. 

Before Pimlico curls up and blows to Laurel 
there is another item which concerns the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club plant. 

Vice-President Nixon’s gracious acceptance 
of the club’s invitation to present the Woodlawn 
Vase to the owner of the Preakness winner oc¬ 
casioned quite a bit of research by the publicity 
department to determine the last occasion a 
federal government official of Mr. Nixon’s rank 
made a public appearance at a racetrack. So 
far as could be learned at that time the Honor¬ 
able Charles Curtis’ appearance in the Churchill 
Downs’ winner’s circle following Twenty 
Grand’s 1931 Kentucky Derby victory was 
the date of the most recent vice-presidential 
visit. 

As part of the team which supplied this in¬ 
formation I would like to report further find¬ 
ings. 

Recently Mrs. J. H. (Bud) Stotler showed me 
a photograph of her husband in the company 
of Johnny Bejshak, Preston Burch and Mr. Cur¬ 
tis. The scene was the old pagoda at Bowie. 

Mr. Burch’s presence in the photograph sug¬ 
gested that the picture was made following a 
running of the Burch Memorial Handicap but 
the stakes history of that race did not list a 
renewal won by a Bejshak-ridden mount. How¬ 
ever, further research revealed that the Burch 
Memorial hadn’t always been run under stakes 
conditions and that Mr. Stotler had boosted 
Bejshak into the saddle of Mrs. Charles Minot 
Amory’s champion sprinter Balko, winner of 
that event when it was a purse race in 1931. 
The date was November 21, 1931, thus ante¬ 
dating Vice-President Curtis’ Churchill appear¬ 
ance by months. 

ISGOOT’S ITOBE: Brookfield Farms’ Itobe, 
second to Solid Gem in the Capitol Handicap 
at Bowie in his 1957 debut, avenged that de¬ 
feat by Grainger Menefee’s gelding in the 
Wilmington Handicap at Delaware Park, May 
29. The four-year-old son of Brookfield or Bet¬ 
ter Self is in there knocking most of the time 
but has had the misfortune to meet River Divide 
Farm’s sprinting champion Decathlon a few 
times too many. 

Decathlon wasn’t on hand for the Wilming- 
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D. Eldred Rinehart, chairman of the Maryland 
Racing Commission, recently received the hon~ 
or of being elected president of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners. 

ton, however, leaving Jtxkey Bill Hartack free 
to accept the mount on the Eddie Kelly-trained 
horse. At 116, and getting ten pounds from 
Montpelier’s Nahodah, starting top weight, 
Itobe was well up at all times. Under Hartack’s 
urging, the colt usurped Mighty Modest’s lead 
after a quarter mile and turned into the stretch 
with a four-length margin. Hartack kept after 
his mount to hold the same lead at the wire. 
In stepping the six furlongs in 1:10 1/5, the 
Brookfield color-bearer snapped at five straight 
Nahodah’s winning streak. Nahodah rallied well 
under his burden but couldn’t match the win¬ 
ner’s stretch kick. Princess Turia was third, using 
the race as a prep for the big money in Dela¬ 
ware’s DistafiF Big Three. Later, she was to win 
the New Castle Stakes and $164,625 Delaware 
Handicap. Nahodah, trained by F. A. Bonsai, 
raced to a new Monmouth track record in the 
Salvator Mile. 

The victory in the Wilmington was Itobe’s 
ninth in 20 starts. He has been second six times 
and has earned (through the Wilmington) 
$48,025. Brookfield Farms, nom de course of 
Baltimorean Harry Z. Isaacs, maintains its 
breeding stock in Kentucky where Itobe was 
foaled at Bosque Bonita Farm. 

Mr. Isaacs also bred Inside Tract, third in the 
Preakness and second in the Belmont Stakes, 
though that three-year-old no longer races for 
the Baltimore clothes manufacturer. 


At two, Itobe was fourth in the World’s Play¬ 
ground Stakes and last year was second to 
Decathlon in the Select and fourth to Decimal 
in the Princeton Handicap. The Wilmington, 
which was worth a net of $8,475 to the winner, 
was Itobe’s first stakes success. 

Two days before Inside Tract caught the 
faltering Bold Ruler to finish second in the 
Belmont, Brookfield’s Impromptu, a stakes-win- 
ning five-year-old son of Pavot-Crystal Maze, 
by Chance Shot, dropped dead of a heart at¬ 
tack at Monmouth Park. The winner of nearly 
$150,000 had only shortly before breezed five 
furlongs in 1:02 3/5. A stakes winner at two, 
three and four. Impromptu won the World’s 
Playground and Warren Wright Memorial 
Stakes and the Rumsen and Fall Highweight 
Handicaps. 

TAG DANCE: Dave Emery, who trains for 
Irving Kirschbaum’s Carolyn K Stable and who 
was the first apprentice in modern history to 
have a mount in the Preakness, made two 
’’claims” in Maryland last spring which appear 
to have been well bought. He ’’claimed” the 
promising young apprentice Howard Grant from 
George Stribling for $10,000 and haltered the 
Occupy filly Dance Card from Larry MacPhail 
for $7,500. 

Together, this pair teamed up to win the 
Polly Drummond Stakes at Delaware, June 5. 
It was the first added-money success for each. 

Emery, perhaps caught in a wistful mood by 
Publicist A1 Cadeaux, claims that Grant holds 
more promise at this stage of his career than 
did Bill Hartack at a comparative period. 

Dance Card, most recent of three Polly 
Drummond winners foaled at John and Joe 
Pons’ Country Life Farm, Bel Air, debuted at 
Laurel on April 11, finishing second to the 
stakes-winning Eastern Hobo in a maiden race 
for $7,500 juveniles. In her next start, again 
for $7,500, Emery took her for Carolyn K. Her 
six-length victory in that race convinced her 
new trainer that Dance Card didn’t belong in 
claiming company. At least, not at the present 
time. Wayward Bird beat her twice in allow¬ 
ance races at Garden State before she graduated 
in stakes company. 

Dance Card, from the High Strung mare. 
Junior Prom, was foaled May 6, 1955 at Country 
Life. As a yearling she was sold privately to 
MacPhail’s Harford Stable. 

County Life’s earlier Polly Drummond win¬ 
ners were the Maryland-bred Glen Arvis (1949) 
and Raise You (1948) a Jersey foal which has 
distinguished herself in stud as the dam of the 
good 1956 and 1957 stakes winner Kingmaker. 

First money in the Polly Drummond was 
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$10,675 which elevated Dance Card’s earnings 
to $15,675 and returned to Mr. Kirschbaum 
the $7,500 he paid for her. Dance Card has won 
two and never has been worse than second in 
her five starts. 

THE BAY IMP; Just about this time last 
year the mare Jimminetty jumped up to beat the 
heralded Miz Clementine at Delaware Park. It 
made an interesting story—a former $2,000 
claiming plater polishing off one of the queens 
of the Turf. 

Little was heard of Jimminetty until last 
month, when she won the Imp Handicap at 
ThistleDown. In four and one-half seasons on 
the track the six-year-old daughter of Jimmie- 
Wickliffe Gal, by Tedious, has been a busy body, 
starting in all of 76 races. For her work she 
shows 17 wins, 13 seconds, 7 thirds and $50,- 
491. The Imp, which carried $6,000 in added 
money, was her first stakes victory. 

Bred by A. C. Paul, Jimminetty is the prop¬ 
erty of Donald B. Schmeck, Reading, Pa., poul¬ 
try and produce grower. Her sire, Jimmy, is a 
16-year-old son of Chance Play-Nursemaid, by 
Luke McLuke, standing at Indian Spring Val¬ 
ley Farm, Silver Spring. 

MAINSTAY: At seven years of age. Find, 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s redoubtable Discovery 
gelding, continues to make his presence felt 
among the nation’s top handicap horses. Try¬ 
ing the West Coast tracks this season. Find re¬ 
cently attained his second stakes success of the 
year when he held off Eddie Schmidt’s stretch 
charge in the Inglewood Handicap at Holly- 
wood Park on June 22. 

The $30,200 the Maryland-bred gelding re¬ 
ceived for his Inglew(X)d triumph boosted his

earnings to $490,354, placing him well up on 
the list of leading money winners. This was the 
fourth start and second win of 1957 for the son 
of the Bimelech mare Stellar Role. Last year 
while matching strides with Nashua, Bards- 
town. Summer Tan, Midafternoon, Third 
Brother, Dedicate, Career Boy, Mister Gus, 
Fisherman, etc. Find won three of 22 starts, 
was second eight times and three times third, 
earning $204,075. 

Two days earlier. Trainer Bill Winfrey 
saddled Vanderbilt’s two-year-old black filly 
Stumbling Block to finish third to Sally Lee in 
the Nursery Stakes at Hollywood. The daugh¬ 
ter of Stone Age-Balking, by Balko, has won 
once, been second twice and third once in four 
starts this season. One of her seconds also was 
in stakes company. 

HITTING THE HIGH SPOTS: D. Eldred 
Rinehart, chairman of the Maryland Racing 
Commission, was elected president of the Na¬ 
tional Association of State Racing Commis¬ 
sioners at that organization’s recent convention. 

• . . Mrs. Gerard S. Smith’s Outer Space recently 
accounted for her fourth victory of the year at 
Belmont Park. A daughter of Saggy, which 
stands at Country Life Farm, Outer Space has 
attained each of her four wins this year in facile 
fashion, winning by five, eight, six and three 
lengths. Her most recent score was at a mile 
and a sixteenth and numbered among her vic¬ 
tims was Lebkuchen, winner of the Selima last 
fall. Unbeaten this year (to June 26) Outer 
Space, from the Devil Diver mare, Supersonic, 
started only once last year as a juvenile, finish- 
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ing fourth, beaten two lengths at Jamaica in a 
maiden race. . . . J. H. (Bud) Stotler, who con¬ 
ditioned the A. G. Vanderbilt horses to win the 
money-winning championship of 1935, recently 
celebrated his 69th birthday. . . . Albert (Spec) 
Dunne, former trainer of the Bobanet Stable, 
is seriously ill at Franklin Square Hospital. . . . 
The Stimulus mare Bourtai, purchased by A. B. 
Hancock from the estate of the late Maryland 
breeder Sylvester W. Labrot, Jr., recently was 
credited with her fourth stakes winner (all 
fillies) when Bayou, by Hill Prince, accounted 
for the Delaware Oaks. Bourtai’s other stakes 
winners have been Levee, Delta and Banta. . . . 
Trainer Johnny Fluke, who claimed Marbella 
for $6,500 and moved her up to stakes com¬ 
pany in six weeks, reports that the three-year- 
old filly’s injury sustained in the Delaware Oaks 
(she was third to Bayou) is not as serious as 
first anticipated. He hopes to have her back in 
training this fall for Russell Steele, her Elkton 
owner.

Z)url NOTES and NOTIONS

T he Maryland racing calendar runs January, 
Bowie, Laurel, Pimlico, June, July and Bel 
Air. From then on Timonium, Hagerstown, 
Cumberland and Marlboro have their innings, 
followed by Laurel and the International and 
Pimlico and the Special (plus another sched¬ 
ule of those grand long races, I hope). 

January, June and July are the only months 
without Thoroughbred racing under the present 
program and they are pretty hard on a fellow. 

June 1. Left print shop at 12:05 a.m. after 
having put to bed June issue of The Mary¬ 
land Horse. Went to bed and got up and it 
still was June 1. Decided to catch up on some 
odds and ends of work and listen to the run¬ 
ning of the Peter Pan Handicap which was 
scheduled to be broadcast by the best friend a 
racing enthusiast ever had—Monitor. 

Big disappointment—just as Gallant Man was 
making his move. Monitor cut in with a com¬ 
mercial. Transcription of the race was given 
later but listeners will be a long time forgiving. 

June 2. Over the All-Bran noticed that the 
Baltimore American had an exciting layout de¬ 
voted to Mr. Sam Pistorio’s farm on Route 40. 

Called Mr. Pistorio to check on what seemed 
to be a couple of inaccuracies, in an otherwise 
beautiful story. 

The inaccuracies had shocked Mr. Pistorio. 
"I don’t have any horse that earned four hun¬ 
dred thousand last year,” he lamented. ”1 wish 
I did. I’m afraid that Mr. Joynes, who wrote the 
story, got his notes mixed up. I told him that 
ALL the horses I’d raised had earned nearly four 
hundred thousand. And that business about my 
owning all those office buildings—I didn’t say 
anything like that. I’m afraid people will think 

I broke in to assure Mr. Pistorio that people 
would think he has a very handsome farm—the 
pictures were excellent—and that he has a lot 
of fun with his horses. Also pointed out that 
his friends and acquaintances will recognize the 
flaws and that those not close to racing think 
everybody with a horse wins $400,000 a year, 
so no serious harm is done. 

Incidentally, the photos were taken by Fred 
Kraft, Jr., for the American, and the text was 
by Bill Joynes. If you can overlook the $400,000 
crack made by the caption-writer, it was a mighty 
nice story of a businessman with a hobby. 
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I’m glad I checked with Mr. Pistorio. I’d hate 
to think that he’d had a $400,000 winner last 
year and I hadn’t heard about it. 

June 15. This was the day of the Belmont 
Stakes and I always find myself on the Long Is¬ 
land Railroad about 11 a.m. of this day. 

Have made a habit of going to the top of the 
grandstand to witness America’s race "most like 
the Epsom Darby.” There are restrictions placed 
upon this area with regard to the number of 
patrons allowed there. If more than 1,800 and 
something get on the roof, I suppose it will 
collapse and horse-players would plunge to their 
deaths 100 feet below. And they’d land on may¬ 
be another 1,800 and cause many more fatali¬ 
ties. Racing cannot afford to lose customers 
that way. 

Well, some of New York’s smartest horse- 
players are regulars on that upper shelf and it 
always is a pleasure to see, and hear, them par¬ 
ticipating in the Sport of Kings. I was really 
intrigued by the fellow who was mystifying his 
companions by telling them what the place and 
show prices would be. "I’d be able to figure it 
exact,” he said, "but I don’t know what da break¬ 
age is.” 

Obviously, this was true, but his auditors lis¬ 
tened with respect and referred to him for set¬ 
tling most disputes regarding the comparative 
potentials of competing Thoroughbreds. 

When little Gallant Man won and proved you 
can have two odds-on horses in one race, the 
pride of New York’s manhood saluted him in 
a manner worthy of the youth of Greenspring 
Valley. 

A good horse hits everybody that way. 

June 22. Went to the wonderful Pocomoke 
River for bass. Only the small ones were hitting. 
The Pocomoke is one of the grandest of Mary¬ 
land’s natural wonders. It is a "black-water” 
river like the juniper and cypress swamps of 
the Carolinas and Florida. It is narrow and deep 
and the tide runs 40 miles up from the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay, so sometimes the river runs down 
and sometimes it runs up—until you get well 
above Snow Hill. 

There is some fine farm land in that section 
of Maryland and, of course, seafood. 

Some day. I’m going to make a tour of the 
horse farms in the area. Of course. I’ll take along 
my bass rod.

Two-hundred-forty-four Thoroughbred year¬ 
lings, the smallest number in the 14-year history 
of the Breeders’ Sales Company, have been 
selected for the Keeneland Summer Sales of July 
29, 30, and 31, it was announced recently by 
William S. Evans, sales company general man¬ 
ager. 

Last year, 364 yearlings were catalogued and 
of that number 350 were sold for $3,462,000 
for an average of $9,891. 

The smallest number of yearlings previously 
catlogued for the summer auctions was 321 in 
1953. 

Of the youngsters catalogued, 152 are colts 
and 92 are fillies. A total of 91 sires will have 
offspring in the vendue. 

Of the 75 consignors having representatives 
in the sale, the father-son combination of Leslie 
G >mbs II and Leslie B. Combs II has the largest 
consignment with 21. Stoner Creek Stud will 
offer 20 yearlings for the second largest con¬ 
signment. 

Other consignors with ten or more yearlings 
include Crown Crest Farm, 16; Estate of Samuel 
D. Riddle, 13; and Mereworth Farm, 10. 

As last year, the summer sales will be con¬ 
ducted in five sessions—three afternoons and 
two evenings. Afternoon sessions will begin at 
1:30 and evening sessions at 8:00. 

On Monday, July 29, 56 yearlings will go 
through the ring in the afternoon and 37 in 
the evening. On Tuesday, July 30, 57 young¬ 
sters will be offered in the afternoon and 39 
that night. The sales will be concluded on Wed¬ 
nesday, July 31, with 55 yearlings scheduled 
for sale. 

1958 Selima Entries 

The 1958 Selima Stakes, one of the country’s 
great races for two-year-old fillies with a gross 
prize of approximately $70,000, has drawn the 
nomination of a bay filly owned by Sir Winston 
Churchill, famed British statesman, Laurel offi¬ 
cials revealed recently in announcing that 588 
entries had been received for the juvenile classic. 

The young Churchill miss, now a yearling 
and as yet unnamed, was sired by Galcador, 
winner of the Epsom Derby in 1950, out of the 
mare Salla. She was bred by Churchill at his 
breeding establishment in Surrey, on the out¬ 
skirts of London. 

If the Galcador filly appears at Laurel a year 
from November, it will not be the first time 
that the chocolate and pink silks have been 
seen on an American race course. They were 
first worn by Harry Carr astride Churchill’s Le 
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Pretendant in last fall’s $100,000 Washington 
D. C. International, also at Laurel. 

In addition to the Churchill filly. Laurel re¬ 
ceived the nomination of an Irish yearling 
owned by Mrs. Nora Clarke of Dunderry Stud, 
County Meath, Ireland. This one is a brown 
filly by *Tulyar-Cellular and was bred by her 
owner. She, too, is unnamed. *Tulyar is now in 
this country, standing at Claiborne Farm, Paris, 
Ky. 

Thus, for the first time since the Selima was 
run in 1926, it has drawn foreign entries, a 
factor which can be traced to the world-wide 
influence of the Laurel International. It is fitting 
that the $70,000 Selima has drawn a horse from 
England and a horse from Ireland because of 
the tremendous interest shown by the late Wil¬ 
liam Woodward, Sr., in European racing. It is 
the Estate of the Woodward family which pro- 
vids the Selima trophy each year, and it was 
on the famed Belair Stud near Laurel that the 
mare Selima began her stud career over 200 
years ago. 

Among the American-bred fillies named for 
the thirty-third running of the mile-and-a-six- 
teenth race are daughters of Gaga, dam of Tom 
Fool and Aunt Jinny (winner in 1950); Brown 
Biscuit, dam of Lebkuchen (winner last 
year); Ficklebush (winner in 1941); Crawfish, 
dam of Fisherman (International winner in 
1954) and Swoon, dam of Swoon’s Son. 

90 in Marlboro Nursery 

Ninety two-year-olds were nominated for the 
second running of the Marlboro Nursery Stakes 
which will take place on Saturday, October 12 th, 
climaxing the Maryland minor track circuit. 

Fifty-nine owners nominated their hopefuls 
by May 15th, the closing date. There were 35 
horses nominated from Maryland, 10 from Vir¬ 
ginia, 6 from the District of Columbia, 5 from 
Pennsylvania, 2 from New Jersey, and 1 from 
Florida to make up the large nomination list. 

Mrs. John T. Mahoney of Hyattsville, Mary¬ 
land is the only one of the three winners of 
1956, with a nomination for 1957. She will 
try for the second leg of the beautiful trophy 
with Finn McCool. 

W. Taylor Leatherbury’s good stake winner. 
Eastern Hobo, is among the nominations this 
year. 

Beacon Hill Farm, owned by Mrs. Arthur 
Godfrey, of Leesburg, Va., nominated Brighter, 
a chestnut gelding by More Sun—Natomas. 

There were 24 colts, 43 fillies and 23 geldings 
entered in this stake series.

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Saratoga Sales 

By Frank Talmadge Phelps 

Close relatives of top racing performers on 
two continents, including sons of leading sires 
in four different countries, stud the entry list 
for the 37th annual Saratoga Yearling Sales to 
be conducted by the Fasig-Tipton Company, 
Inc., at the historic Saratoga Sales Paddocks, 
Saratoga Springs, N. Y., August 12 to 16. 

The Fasig-Tipton vendue at Saratoga is the 
oldest and best established yearling auction in 
the country. Since 1917, with three years out 
during World War II, the upstate New York 
spa has been the traditional place to buy good 
racing prospects. Man o’ War was sold at Sara¬ 
toga. So was Battlefield; and many other thou¬ 
sands of thrilling runners have changed hands 
there. 

To horsemen, the Saratoga Sales means more 
than just a yearling auction. The vendue also 
provides a welcome break in the routine of the 
busy year; and affords a chance to relax with 
a different set of activities, and to renew ac¬ 
quaintances with old friends drawn from all 
over the world by the magnet of sales week at 
Saratoga. 

Much of the attraction of this August inter¬ 
lude can be attributed to the gracious charm of 
Saratoga Springs itself. The venerable resort 
has managed somehow to supply visitors with 
a happy combination of the leisurely pace of 
a past century with modern accommodations and 
recreational facilities. 

For Turf followers, Saratoga Springs also 
holds a special meaning as the site of the Na¬ 
tional Museum of Racing. 

And what more appropriate home could the 
Museum have than just across the street from 
the Saratoga track, the oldest still-active race¬ 
course in America.^ At this historic oval are 
renewed each summer some of the land’s oldest 
and most important racing fixtures, including 
the Flash, Grand Union Hotel, Sanford and 
Hopeful Stakes for two-year-olds; the Schuyler- 
ville and Spinaway Stakes for juvenile fillies; 
the Travers Stakes for three-year-olds; the Test 
and Alabama Stakes for sophomore misses; 
the American Legion, Saratoga and Merchants’ 
and Citizens’ Handicap, and Whitney Stakes for 
older horses; the Diana Handicap for senior 
fillies and mares; and the Saratoga National 
Maiden Hurdle Stakes and Saratoga Steeplechase 
Handicap for jumpers. 

Life at Saratoga in August falls into a tra¬ 
ditionally delightful pattern of breakfasting on 
the clubhouse porch, watching the horses work 
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in the mornings, going to the races in the after¬ 
noons and attending the sales in the evenings. 

Last summer’s Saratoga auction was the most 
successful in the long history of the vendue. 
Not only was a new record price for a yearling 
sold at public auction in America set when an 
imported colt by Hyperion—Deodora, by Dan¬ 
te, was knocked down for $87,000; but a baker’s 
dozen of other offerings brought $30,000 or 
more. So eager were buyers to purchase Sara¬ 
toga yearlings that they bid $2,219,000 for the 
219 head to achieve an average of $10,132. 

Already it is evident that this confidence in 
the quality of Saratoga offerings was well placed. 
In the first five months in 1957, with juvenile 
competition barely well under way and many of 
the most promising prospects still untested, three 
products of last season’s Saratoga Sales have 
won stakes. Board Man, which cost $4,800, made 
his record two victories in two starts by besting 
an unusually classy field in the Hialeah Juvenile 
Stakes; Poly Hi, sold for $5,500, has won the 
Rosedale, Fashion, filly division of the National 
Stallion and Colleen Stakes; and Hasty Doll, 
bought for $13,700, stopped the talented Mar- 
garetta in the Miss Chicago Stakes. 

These are only the forerunners of the host 
of bargains that emerge from every Saratoga 
auction. 

The 251 yearlings entered for Fasig-Tipton’s 
1957 vendue stack up as an equally exciting 
group of prospects, representing nearly all the 
leading bloodlines of both America and 
Europe. 

The 53 consignors represent a broad geo¬ 
graphical spread, with home addresses in 10 
different States; Kentucky, Virginia, New York, 
Maryland, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Massa¬ 
chusetts, Ohio, Rhode Island and West Virginia. 
Because several consignors maintain breeding 
interests elsewhere than in their States of resi¬ 
dence, the geographical representation is still 
wider. 

As to the bloodlines quality of the Sara¬ 
toga offerings, they include get by 15 of the 20 
leading stallions on the 1956 general sire list, 
14 of the 20 top sires of juveniles in money 
won by their offspring, and eleven of the 24 
best sires of two-year-olds in number of win¬ 
ners. 

There are two *Nasrullah colts, two sons and 
four daughters of *Princequillo, a pair of Olym¬ 
pia colts, three sons and the same number of 
daughters of Double Jay, a colt and filly by Eight 
Thirty, a =*= Heliopolis filly, a son of Polynesian, 
a colt and two fillies by *Ambiorix, a son and 
daughter of Revoked, two colts and an equal 
number of fillies by War Admiral, four sons 
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and a daughter of Roman, three Count Fleet 
colts, a pair of Bimelech fillies, a son of Ponder, 
a colt and three fillies by *Rico Monte, a son 
of * Mahmoud, a Bolero filly, a daughter of Jet 
Pilot, three colts and two fillies by Hill Prince, 
a * Shannon II filly, two sons of Johns Joy, a 
colt and filly by Spy Song, two sons and a daugh¬ 
ter of *Djeddah, a colt and two fillies by * Royal 
Gem II, two sons and a daughter of Errard, a 
couple of Pavot fillies, etc. 

From England and Ireland come a Court Mar¬ 
tial colt, a Honeyway filly, two sons of Nearco, 
a Pardal colt, a son and daughter of Alycidon, 
a colt and filly by Nimbus, a son of Sayajirao, 
Hyperion colt, etc. 

There is also a colt by Vatellor, leader of the 
French sire list in 1956. 

Tornado, who ranked seventh on the French 
sire list last year and tenth on the Italian, has 
a filly entered for the Saratoga Sales. 

Among other outstanding imported yearlings 
are a colt apiece by the young stallions Nuc- 
cio and Zucchero. 

First sales offerings for their sires include a 
pear of Alerted colts, a son of Aureole, a Hill 
Gail colt, a couple of sons of Level Lea, a pair 
of Never Say Die colts, a son and daughter of 
One Count, a Quiet Step colt, a son and three 
daughters of * Royal Vale, five colts and a filly 
by *Sea Charger, a son of To Market, etc. 

Fall Hunt Meets 

Fall dates for hunt meetings were announced 
late in May by Howard C. Fair, Chairman of 
the Hunts Committee of the National Steeple¬ 
chase and Hunt Association. 

The schedule follows closely the pattern of 
the past few years with the fall season opening 
with the two-day meeting at Fair Hill, Mary¬ 
land, on Saturday, September 7 and 14, site of 
the famed three-mile Foxcatcher National 
Steeplechase. Pari-mutuel betting is featured at 
this meeting. One week later, the Essex Fox 
Hounds meeting is scheduled for Saturday, Sep¬ 
tember 21 at Far Hills, N. J., headed by the 
testing New Jersey Hunt Cup over four miles 
of post and rails. 

The racing scene then moves to Rolling 
Rock, fifty miles east of Pittsburgh on Wednes¬ 
day, October 2 and Saturday, October 5. The 
top race of this meeting is the $5,000 added In¬ 
ternational Gold Cup, the richest steeplechase 
of the year on the hunt meeting circuit. After 
a lapse of one week, four successive Saturdays 
bring hunt racing to Rose Tree, near Phila¬ 
delphia, Pa., on October 19, followed by Red 
Bank, N. J., on October 26; the Virginia Fall 
Race Meeting is next at Middleburg, Va., on 
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November 2, and the years finale is the hunt 
meeting at Montpelier, Va. on November 9.
